“Refuse to help a Hill 
Bllile thresh his wheat or do any- 
thing. and turn a cold ahoulder to 
him when you meet him on the 
street." said Mr. Washington. Mr. 
Ew-'ng gave his endorsement of what 
Washington said when be began h'., 
speech, saying that ostracism would 
be a more formidable weapon than 
even the enforcement of the Creclllus 
law when farmers “dumped'* their 
tobacco. Mr. Ewing aaid tn this con- 
nection that no prosecutions, civil or 
criminal, would he begun against 
dumpers unless the amount of to- 
bacco sold Independently of the asso- 
ciation should become sufficient to 
affect the price of tobacco and jeop- 
ardise the Interest of the remaining 
members. “Then shining marks In 
such a movement would be made an 
example of," aaid Mr. Ewing, “but 
the sneaking coward, who hauls h!a 
tobaccoa way In the night time, would 
not be prosecuted ualoss the associa- 
tion Is pushed to an extremity."

We members of the 
association In tho above named coun- 
tv do most earnestly petition and re- 
quest that such pilvllege be granted 
us and all other association member* 
In thla county who may care to so 
sc!’ their tobacco In the manner sug- 
gested. 

"We would respectfully suggest 
that a regular or special grader be 
appointed to fix a price on our hold- 
ings consistent with the regulat 
schedule of the association and that 
we be perinited to sell If a buyer cun 
be iecu red. 

"In view of the great dissatisfac- 
tion over the way the 1*0-7 crop was 
handled we bellove that the organisa- 
tion can only be maintained and- held 
Intact In this county by the granting 
of the above petition or similar re- 
lief."

In the auction market offerings of 
new hurley showed a sharp fatting off 
and were only fair in quality and poor 
In condition. 

New dark was offered to the extent 
of 669 hogsheads The quality was 
fairly got^l There continued a strong 
demand for manufacturing leaf and 
go!«ng price* were slightly higher.
